After passing favorably on the 
plans and deciding to submit them 
at once to Harrisburg, council voted 
to advertise at once for bids for the 
improvements so that work may get 
under way before freezing weather 
sets in. 
Approval Required 
Although approval of the state 
department of health is required 
before the work progresses to any 
considerable degree.

Explained Plans 
W D. Vossbury, of the engineer­ 
ing firm of Remington, Vossbury 
and Goff, Camden. New Jersey, who 
made a comprehensive survey of 
Gettysburg’s sewer system and sew­ 
age treatment plant during the sum­ 
mer, presented the plans to coun­ 
cil, and explained them in detail. 
He estimated the cost of the im­ 
provements at about $10,000. al­ 
though there may be some varia­ 
tion in that figure. The original 
cast of the sewage treatment plant, 
built in 1925. was $60,000. 
Although Mr. Vossbury would not 
promise that the projected improve­ 
ments would entirely eliminate the 
odor in Rock Creek arising from 
stagnation of the effluent from the 
treatment plant, he told council 
that the changes should reduce the 
odor 50 to 75 per cent. "You have 
a primary sewage treatment plant 
here. Even with a secondary plant, 
it would 
be difficult to entirely 
eliminate the odor arising from the 
effluent in a stream that has the 
sluggish flow and small volume of 
water that Rock Creek has,” Mr. 
Vossbury said. 
Not Possible at Present 
"In order to entirely eliminate 
the odor, it would be necessary to 
have the effluent as pure as the 
water in the stream, and that is 
physically impassible unless the ac- 


disposal is used, a system that would 
cost council at least $75,000.” 
Mr. Vossbury painted out that 
after the contemplated improve­ 
ments are made, efficient operation 
of the plant will be necessary to 
prevent a recurrence of the present 
difficulties.

W ickham, director of the board of

M onday 
charged th a t governm ental in terfer­ 
ence and w hat he called “the four 
panic laws” had brought about the 
present depression in a “land of 
plenty.” 
T he panic laws he listed 
as: G rain futures act, Volstead act, 
Grundy tariff and farm m arketing 
act. 
He added: 
“No one can live perm anently be­ 
yond his income. The cost of gov­ 
ernm ent everywhere, from the school 
district to W ashington, has flnailv 
exceeded the ability of the people 
to pay for it. 
“We can quit eating, close our 
schools, Junk our autos, railroads, 
banks and factories and keep on 
with our commissions and bureaus 
and m ultitude of governing bodies; 
or we can put the governm ent back 
to the proper sphere of governm ent, 
where we say w hat it does and w hat 
it spends instead of it telling us 
what we do and what we spend, and 
go ahead with our norm al activi­ 
ties. We simply can’t go on keeping 
up both. 
“We cannot keep up the payroll 
in the office and factory and pay the 
governm ent more th an 
the office 
and factory earn; and now we are 
learning we cannot even earn if the 
governm ent is going to be a com ­ 
petitor using taxes for its special 
payroll.”

dragon against which the political St. 
Georges of England must tilt in the 
coming election tourney. 
Demonstrators against cuts in un­ 
employment allowances have been go­ 
ing on rampages l>eside which the 
strike in the navy and the dignified 
protests staged by school teachers aud 
postal employees seem pallid affairs. 
Crowds have tried to storm the 
courts of justice, mounted policemen 
have ridden their horses upon side­ 
walks in London and mill town job­ 
less have fought fiercely with the po­ 
lice. 
It is all somewhat startling to Brit­ 
ishers, bred for generations to the idea 
that the word of the “bobby” is law 
and must f>e obeyed. 
Thus the dole, overshadowed for a 
time by tariff talk, has been forced 
again to the front, and the game goes 
on with the same old jwilitiial f»»ot- 
ball in play. 
B ritish Trade Blocked 
Established in 1911 as a piece of 
social legislation under a conservative 
government, the dole for the first ten 
years paid its own way. 
Atter the 
war the tune changed. 
British industry, stepping out con­ 
fidently to take its old place in world 
trade, found its path blocked by m«»d 
ernized and expanded commerce irAin 
other countries. 
That competitive itrade had flour­ 
ished while Great Britain was mak­ 
ing munitions. 
It showed no inclina­ 
tion to make way for the old leader. 
Just naturally unemployment in this I 
island grew. 
In September, when it J 
was decidtd to cut the benefits, the list 
approached 3,OOO,OOO. 
Yet experts agree that if the budget J 
had not liven balanced by the drastic | 
prunings of the national cabinet chaos 
would have followed and the number 
of idle mounted to near the 10,000,000 I 
n a rk .

“ No budget,” Philip Snowden, chan­ 
cellor of the exchequer, finally told the 
house of commons, “could stand the 
strain of IOO,000,000 pounds for such 
a purpose.” 
When he npoke, that

pounds was worth roughly $4Sti,()< AK­ 
IXX). 
Suspension of the gold standard 
lias reduced this dollar equivalent bv 
$100,OOO,(KIO, and other severe remc 
•lies have put the budget back on its 
feet. 
But the unemployment problem 
remains. 
Somehow, somewhere, the millions 
of idle men ami women must lie fed, 
clothed and sheltered. 
Despite every effort of public lead-J 
ers, 
this 
social plague has 
spread 
steadily. 
S«K'ialists and conservative-, j 
alike have failed to find a cure, ami it 
has changed the whole character of 
British politics.
